Here, the met control 
asks you ftrhen it's your turn on the 
list? to call those DX stations who 
have checked in. OST lists special 
events that may include DX stations. 
There is the casual DH contact and 
then there is the rare DH station 
that inevitably leads ta the dreaded 
Pile-up. Pile-ups can be overcome, But 
alot of it depends on your patience; 
whether the UX station is operatina 
"split" and, depending on propagation, 
gi Te amount of power you are 

unning. I should say that Iam now 

eferring to 55B operation, although 
my first 14 or 15 DX OS0s were on the

Hovice bands. The best way to learn 
about how to contact one of those 
stations errs, a pileup, or any 
other time for thet matter, is to 
LISTEN.
